the 28 municipalities with at 
least one full-time police offi- 
cer, the salaries of the “com- 
manding officer,” whether mar- 
shal, chief, inspector or captain, 
range from a low of $2700 to a 
high of $5480, with the median 
at $4290. 

For full-time personnel per- 
forming patrol duty in 29 mu- 
nicipalities, the report found 
the low salary to be $3000, the 
high $4200 and the median av- 
erage $3600. Generally speak- 
ing. a higher level of salaries 
was paid in the 17 cities of 5000 
or more population. 

48 Pct, Full-Time Officers. 


Of the 573 peace officers in 
the 92 county communities, 276 
or 48 per cent are on a full-time 
salaried basis. 
total, 284 are employed by the 
17 major communities.

276 full-time officers and their 
average tenure is about 4.9 
years. 

Maximum salary for a patrol- 
man ranges from $3300 in one 
city to $3960 in another, the 
median average being $3600. 
Nine of the 17 major communi- 
ties “have a police pension sys- 
tem but only five have a merit 
system for police employes. 

Among the 17 cities, five re- 
quire a high school education 
for candidates for the police 
force, nine require only an 
eighth-grade education and 
three have no educational re- 
quirements, the report stated. 
In 19 of the 75 smaller com- 
munities some minimum educa- 
tional requirements are in ef- 
fect, ranging from an eighth- 
grade education to graduation 
from high school. 

Only five cities provide police 
recruit training prior to service 
on the force, but 16 depart- 
ments have availed themselves 
of numerous in-service training 
facilities, the study found. 

In those cities too small to 
afford training facilities, the 
time-honored custom is followed 
of pairing the “rookie” police- 
man with a veteran of the de- 
partment for on-the-job train- 
ing, the report stated. 

Protection Varies. 


Noting that police protection 
varies widely among the 92 com- 
munities, the study found that 
full-time protection on a 24- 
hour basis is provided in only 
27 municipalities. In the great 
majority of instances, this pro- 
tection takes the form of motor- 
ized patrols, most of which are 
on a three-shift, eight-hour-per- 
shift basis. 

“Police activity in 30 commu- 
nities is apparently very slight,” 
the report continued, “since 
they report that their marshals 
and deputies are only ‘on call’ 
and work no stated number of 
hours per week, 

“In 28 other communities, 


where police activity is some- 


what more formalized, with pa- 
trol activity for a portion of 
each day or night or both, it is 
not unusual to find that it is 
supplied on a volunteer basis 
with the ‘patrolmen’ receiving 
little or no pay for their ef- 
forts.” 

Traffic regulation is a rou- 
tine phase of police duties in.a 
majority of instances, the re- 
port stated. Only three cities 
reported that a portion of their 
police force—15 officers in all 
—was assigned to regular traf- 
fic duty.

The Rev. Joseph Venini of 
Oshawa said in an interview he 
had more trouble crossing the 
United States on his way to 
Canada than he had crossing 
China, 

The missionary said he was 
refused a United States visa be- 
cause he came from a Commu- 
nist country. Father Venini ar- 
rived here last Friday. He said 
that after being held up in 
Portugal and Cuba for three 
months he was granted passage- 
in-custody by the United States. 

“That means you came through 
as a criminal,” Father Venini 
said. He added that he was es- 
corted by guards while travel- 
ing by plane from Havana to De- 
troit. 

“It was very humiliating,” he 
said. 


ARMY DRAFT CALL 
18,000 FOR MARCH,

DETROIT, Jan. 13 (UP)— 
Donald Ritchie, key witness in 
the ambush shooting of union 
leader Walter Reuther six years 


ago, has surrendered to Cana- 
dian police, and has started back 
to the United States, Police In- 
spector Paul Slack announced 
today. 

Ritchie, who fled “protective 
custody” in Detroit last Friday, 
gave himself up in an all-night 
barbecue on the main street of 
Preston, Ont, shortly afte: 
Canadian authorities arrested 
his common-law wife, Betty 
White, apparently foiling the 
couple’s getaway rendezvous. 

Slack said Ritchie is now on 
his way back to Detroit. Prestor 


about 50 miles from Toronto. 
However, a legal hitch de- 

veloped and Ritchie was placed 

in Essex County jail in Wind- 


sor, Ont., across the river from ' 
Detroit. 


Some Doubt by Prosecutor. 

Wayne County Prosecutor 
Gerald K. O’Brien said he would 
have to wait to talk with Ritchie 
before deciding whether he 
could be used as a witness 
against the four men Ritchie ac- 
cused of plotting Reuther’s death 
nearly six years ago. 

“One thing is sure,” O’Brien 
said, “‘we won’t put him in any 
comfortable hotel room. He'll be 
locked up in a jail cell, whether 
he’s a defendant or a witness.” 

O’Brien referred to Ritchie's 
flight last Friday from a hotel 
after signing two statements de- 
tailing the murder attempt on 
April 20, 1948. He tricked two 
officers into thinking he was 
taking a shower, which ran for 
an hour before they found he 
had skipped out of the hotel. 
After he disappeared he met his 
common-law wife and fled into 
Canada. 

Ritchie, a resident of Windsor, 
Ont., was caught as the result 
of the arrest of the White wom- 
an. She was picked up by Pres- 
ton police when she was spotted 
in the car the couple had pur- 
chased at Chatham, Ont., for 
$1400. 

Police Turn Down Deal. 

Several hours after her cap- 
ture was announced, a man who 
identified himself as Ritchie 
called police at Kitchener and 
volunteered to surrender if she

TRAFFIC ARRESTS 

UP 39,996 IN 1953; 
FINES ROSE $43,609

A substantial increase in the 
number of traffic arrests and 
in fines paid into the Police 
Traffic Violation Bureau in 1953 
was reported today by Maj. Wil- 
liam G. Cibulka, head of the 
Traffic Division. 

There were 258,428 arrests for 
all types of traffic offenses last 
year, an increase of 39,996 over 
1952, Maj. Cibulka said. Fines 
collected by the traffic violation 
bureau total $210,896, or $43,- 
609 more than in the previous 
year. 

Traffic arrests in the down- 
town district increased from 
52.071 in 1952 to 81,670 last 
year. Enforcement of the city’s 
new traffic code was largely re- 
sponsible, Maj.

Dulles described his speech as 
an “over-all view” of the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s foreign 
policies aimed at safeguarding 
the national security. The ad- 
dress was broadcast and telecast 
nationally. 

The new, American policy of 
retaliation “by means and at 
places of our own choosing” has 
been adopted by Eisenhower and 
the National Security Council, 
Dulles disclosed. 

This suggested the possibility 
that the United States might 
henceforth retaliate against 
Communist aggression anywhere 
in the world by attacking the 
Soviet Union or Communist 
China or both, and might use 
atomic and hydrogen bombs and 
other weapons in doing so. 


Beyond Warning in St. Louis. 


This went considerably beyond 
the warning Dulles delivered in 
his speech at the American Le- 
£1i0n convention in St. Louis last 
Sept. 2. In that address. the 
Secretary said that open inter- 
vention by Chinese Communist 
troops in Indochina “could not 
occur without grave conse. 
quences which might not be con- 
fined to Indochina.” 


Dulles also recalled, in his 
Legion speech, that the 16 
United Nations powers with 


forces in Korea had similarly 
warned that a Communist breach 
of the truce there could cause 
consequences “‘so grave that it 
would not be possible to con- 
fine hostilities within the frone- 
tiers of Korea.” 
Clear Warning. 


Last night’s warning clearly 

applied to Communist aggression 
anywhere in the world. Also, 
in serving this new warning, 
Dulles for the first time said 
explicitly that the United States 
would feel free to use any and 
all weapons in countering Red 
aggression in the future. 
_ Eisenhower and the National 
Security Council have decided 
to depend “primarily” in the 
future on “a great capacity to 
retaliate, instantly, by means 
and at places of our own choos- 
ing,” Dulles. said. 

“A potential aggressor must 
know that he cannot always pre- 
scribe battle conditions that suit 
him,” the secretary added at 
another point in his address. 

Dulles asserted the new policy 
will give more security at less 
cost than under past policies, 
but will give no guarantee 
against some future successes by 
the Communists. He conceded 
that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion had not found a “magie 
formula” for preventing any 
Communist victory, and added: 

“What we do expect to insure 
is that any setbacks will have 
only temporary and local signif- 
icance because they will leave 
unimpaired those free world 
assets which in the long run will 
prevail.” 

Time will work for the free 
nations if general war can be 
prevented, because freedom

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13 (AP)

fully uniting all Korea. 


Dulles appeared before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee to urge Senate ratifica- 
tion for the new mutual defense 
treaty between this country and 
-South Korea. 

He said he felt certain that 
“in the long run” North and 
South Korea would be united, 
‘Just as he said he believes all 
Germany will some day be re- 
unified. 

In reply to a question from 
Senator H. Alexander Smith 
fRep.), New Jersey, he declared 
“that conversion of North Korea 
into a Chinese province raises 
‘enormous problems. 


Ceol to All-Pacific Pact. 
Dulles also threw some cold 
water on suggestions that the 
United States negotiate an all- 
Pacific pact, somewhat similar 
to the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization pact for Western Eu- 


rope. 

Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin, committee chairman, asked 
‘whether it would be possible to 
form an alliance among all the 
Pacific nations with which the 
United States now has separate 
defense treaties, such as Aus- 
dralia and New Zealand, the 
Philippines and others.

Fourth Meeting Over Site of Berlin 
Parley; No Sign of Reds Relenting 


Pravda Discusses Objections to Guarantees 
Under EDC — Big Three in Notes 
Give Austria Reassurance. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13 (AP)—The 
four Berlin commandants met 
today for the fourth time in an 
effort to reach agreement on a 
place for the Big Four foreign 
ministers’ meeting here called 
for Jan, 25.

Democrats could open a drive 
within the Ways and Means 
Committee. Failing there, they 
could try again in the House. 

Republicans also were talking 
—more vaguely—of a possible 
new income tax cut in addition 
to the 10 per cent average re- 
duction which took effect Jan. 1. 


The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, struggling to balance the 
budget, would probably frown on 
such revenue iosses for now, 
though holding out hope for 
such action in the future. 


Further Cuts Promised. 


President Eisenhower told 
Congress in, his state of the un- 
ion message last week that 
“further reductions in taxes can 
and will be made,” but only as 
“additional reductions in ex- 
penditures are brought... into 
sight.” 

Recommendations prepared 
by Treasury and congressional 
staff experts do not deal with 
major tax rates, but would re- 
sult in about $1,300,000,000 an- 
nually in tax reductions through 
many lesser changes. 

These would invoive new or 


bigger deductions for medical 
expenses, dependents making 
more than $600 annually, child- 
care costs of working widows 
and widowers, depreciation, di- 
vided income and so forth. 
Much of the rewriting is aimed 
at clarifying and simplifying the 
tax structure that has grown 
haphazardly for more than 70 
— without any general over- 
aul.

—The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion has passed word to the 
Navy to do something to stop 
those chatty and descriptive let- 
ters sent home by service men 
who see the big and supposedly 
secret atomic tests in the Pa- 
cific. 

Recalling a number of letters 
from task force men who wit- 
messed the test of a hydrogen 
explosive device at Eniwetok in 
the fall of 1952, a reporter asked 
the AEC what would be done 
to prevent similar discloures in 
the forthcoming series of tests 
at which an H-weapon is ex- 
pected to be used. 

An AEC spokesman replied: 

“The task force is expected to 
bave adequate measures in force 


ta. 

At the Pentagon, it was ex- 
plained that the commander of 
every ship and of installations 
ashore will be ordered to see to 
ft that each individugl in his 
command receives specifie in- 
structions against writing any 
personal letters to anyone de- 
scribing or otherwise hinting at 
what he may see in a test. In 
the 1952 test, some crew mem- 
bers were sald not to have been 
cautioned against letter writ- 


ing. 

At the conclusion of the 1952 
test series, Gordon Dean, then 
the AEC chairman, said the com- 
mission was “concerned” over 
the descriptive letters and that 
an investigation had been insti- 
tuted which might lead to 
“prosecution for violation of task 
force regulations or the law.” 

The Justice Department is un- 
derstood to have advised the 
commission and Navy that there 
was nothing it could do, and 
ealled attention to the fact that 
there existed no order for cen- 
sorship of mail. 

At the Pentagon doubt was 
expressed today that a mall cen- 
sorship, which involves inspec- 
tion of each outgoing nal 
letter, could be iavelied except 
in a war or state of emergency. 
Even in the Korean war, no mail 
eensorship was in force. 

The AEC announcement of 
last Friday saying men and ma- 
terials are beginning to move 
to the Marshall islands to carry 
out another “series of weapons 
tests of all categories” said 
“there will be no observers 
other than United States offi- 
clals concerned.” 

This ig interpreted to mean 
that not only reporters but such 
quasi-official observers as state 
civilian defense experts will be 
barred 


The total number of observ- 
ers is expected tc be substan- 
tially smaller than in previous | 
Eniwetok tests. This is in part 
due to current restrictions on 
travel of military personnel.

Carrswold drive, Clayton, who

tion of the proposed Inner Belt 
Freeway. He expressed doubts 
that assurances against the use 
by trucks of the proposed hith- 
ways would be observed after 
they were built. 

Mayor Roy Campbell said he 
believed the aldermen were not 
opposed to the other highway 
proposals or to the bond issue 
as a whole, “but this is one of 
those cases where you cannot 
vote against a single item in the 
proposition.” There are _ five 
other propositions in the bond 
issue in addition to the highway 
proposition, They will be voted 
on Feb. 9.

United States District Judge 
Frank A. Picard imposed a 30- 
day contémpt sentence yester- 
day on Philip Schatz, one of six 
Michigan Communists being 
tried on charges of violating the 
Smith Act, 


All are accused of advocating 
and teaching the violent over- 
throw of the Government. 


Schatz had refused to answer 
a question on the Communist 
ties of a former associate. He 
began serving the term in the 
Wayne county jail. He will be 
released under custody to ap- 
\pear as a defendant while the 
trial continues, 


| Government counsel put the 
question to Schatz Monday. He 
| was asked whether Ann Beis- 
| winger, executive director of the 
Michigan School of Social Sci- 
jences between 1948 and 1950, 
was an officer of the Communist 
‘party. 

_ Judge Picard. gave Schatz un- 
til yesterday to answer. After 
Schatz again refused. the judge 
explained to the jury: 

“In this day and age, we don't 
have a rack to make him answer. 
Our only remedy is to find him 
guilty of contempt.” 

Defense counsel argued that 
an answer would open the door 
to other questions about who 
belonged to the Communist 
party. 

William (Billy) Allan. another 
defendant, gave a detailed ac- 
count of his Communist party 
activities that led to his job as 
Michigan correspondent for the 
Daily Worker. Allan said he 
came to the United States from 
Scotland in 1928. He asserted 
that poverty, unemployment and 
“police brutality” against work- 
ers in the depression days 
prompted him to join the party 
here in 1933 He said he had 
been employed as a baker. 

Other defendants not vet 
called to the stand are Mrs. 
Helen A. Winter, Nat Ganley, 
Saul Wellman and Thomas 
Dennis Jr.

Emergency meas- 
ures are costly, they are super- 
ficial and they imply that the 
enemy has the initiative. They 
cannot be depended on to serve 
our long-time interests. 


Need for Long-Range Policies. 


This “long-time” factor is of | 
critical importance. | 

The Soviet Communists are | 
planning for what they call “an | 
entire historical era,” and we | 
should do the same. They seek, 
through many types of maneu- 
vers, gradually to divide and 
weaken the free nations by over- 
extending them in efforts which, 
as Lenin put it, are “beyond 
their strength, so that they come 
to practical bankruptcy.” Then, 
said Lenin, “our victory is as- 
sured.” Then, said Stalin, will 
be “the moment for the decisive 
blow.” 

In the face of this strategy, 
measures cannot be judged ade- | 
quate merely because they ward | 
off an immediate danger. It is 
essential to do this, but it is also 
essential to do so without ex- 
hausting ourselves. | 

When the Eisenhower Admin- | 
istration applied this test, we | 


felt that some transformations | 


were needed. 
It is not sound military | 


strategy permanently to com-| 


mit United States land forces. 
to Asia to a degree that leaves 
us no strategic reserves.

So long as our basic policy 
concepts were unclear, our mili- 
tary leaders could not be selec- 
tive in building our military 
power. If any enemy could pick 
his time and place and method 
of warfare—and if our policy 
was to remain the traditional 
one of meeting aggression by 
direct and local opposition— 
then we needed to be ready to 
fight in the Arctic and in the 
tropics; in Asia, the Near East 
and in Europe: by sea, by land | 
and by air: with old weapons 
and with new weapons. 

The total cost of our security 
efforts, at home and abroad, was 
over 50 billion dollars per an- 
num, and involved, for 1953, a 
projected budgetary deficit of 
nine billion dollars: and 11 bil- 
lion dollars for 1954. This was 
on top of taxes comparable to 
wartime taxes: and the dollar 
was depreciating in effective 
value. Our allies were similarly 
weighed down. This could not 
be continued for long without 
grave budgetary, economic and 
social consequences. 

But before military planning 
could be changed, the President 
and his advisers, as represented 
by the National Security Coun- 
cil, had to take some basic policy 
decisions. This has been done. 
The basic decision was to de- 
pend primarily upon a great ca- 
pacity to retaliate, instantly, by 
means and at places of our 
choosing. Now the Department 
of Defense and the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff can shape our military 
establishment to fit what is our 
policy, instead of having to try 
to be ready to meet the enemy's 
many choices. That permits of a 
selection of military means in- 
stead of a multiplication of | 
means. As a result, it is now | 


| possible to get, and share, more 


basic security at less cost.

Eisenhower’s Health Plan 


President Eisenhower's proposal of federal re- 
insurance for private medical and hospitalization 
insurance plans promises to open a happy mid- 
dle way between so-called “socialized medicine” 
and the admitted fact that adequate medical 
care is now beyond the means of too many 
Americans, 

Details of the proposal will not be forthcoming 
until next week, but its underlying principle 
was one of the recommendations of the com- 
mission, headed by Dr. Paul B. Magnuson, 
which made a report on health needs to Presi- 
dent Truman in December 1952. Dr. Evarts 
Graham of St. Louis was a member of this com- 
mission. 

Dr. Magnuson, who is a Republican and 
whose commission report by its very timing 
was intended for the present Administration 
even more than for outgoing President Tru- 
man, believes that the Eisenhower principle 
would give private insurance plans a chance to 
do what is really needed in the field of medical 
and hospital care. 

It is not the $5 or $10 doctor's bill which 
causes trouble, Dr. Magnuson points out, but 
the cost of “catastrophic” illness. This involves 
heavy expenses, perhaps over many years, and 
is beyend the means of many families. Unfor- 
tunately, private insurance plans generally are 
afraid to write such insurance even though 
they see the need for it, says Dr. Magnuson, 
“because they haven't enough actuarial data to 
set premiums which will keep them in the 
black.” 

Federal re-insurance could give Blue Cross or 
any other health insurance plan the freedom to 
undertake such risks by guaranteeing it against 
undue loss—or perhaps against any loss at all. 
Each private group, of course, would pay a pre- 
mium much as banks do for the backing of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, It 
would be a pooling of the risks. 

Perhaps the chief advantage of such a sys 
tem would be individual choice among insur- 
ance set-ups. At the same time, it would pro- 
mote increased membership in such groups by 
enabling them to offer greater service. This 
would bring about an increase in savings for 
possible medical expenses, now disappointing in 
amount. 

By keeping a private insurance concern be- 
tween the patient and Government, the system 
also would tend to minimize bureaucratic inter- 
ference with medical practice. Hardly more 
would be needed than the establishment of 
certain hospital standards and prechutions 
against excessive fees to avoid unwarranted ex- 
ploitation of the insurance pool. 

The increased demand for medical care or 
hospitalization which might be expected with 
the implementation of the President's sugges- 
tion, however, would put new emphasis on the 
relative shortage of doctors and hospital beds 
in the United States. The number of doctors 
available for every 100,000 Americans went down 
from 176 in 1850 to only 135 in 1950. This lack 
has been recognized in various efforts to fi- 
nance the enlargement of medical schools and 
the establishment of new ones. No doubt, fed- 
eral health re-insurance would intensify this 
effort. 

Be that as it may, every nation in the West- 
ern world except the United States and Can- 
ada has taken measures to ease the payment of 
medical expenses. And something will have to 
be done in this country, especially in cases of 
so-called catastrophic illness. This is neither a 
New Deal nor an Old Guard issue. The late 
Senator Taft proposed federal subsidies in this 
field. Republican Senator Flanders of Vermont 
introduced an even more liberal bill in 1949. 

The long-range question is not whether fed- 
eral aid shall be provided, but rather how this 
is to be done. And President Eisenhower may 
well have proposed the acceptable solution. 
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Not Yam-Land 


The 1954 Louisiana auto license plates bear 
the rather surprising legend, “Louisiana Yams.” 
And according to the Monroe News-Star and the 
Opelousas Daily World, the state is in an uproar. 
Cotton and sugar interests, for example, want 
to know, Why yams? Why not Louisiana cotton, 
or sugar? 

One answer seems to be that Louisiana claims 
more special kinship with yam production than 
with cotton or sugar or anything else. But has 
nobody asked whether Louisiana wants to be 
symbolized by a commodity? Louisiana licenses 
have always carried a delightful little pelican. 
This had an artistic merit and local habitat that 
no yam could match. 

There is a distinct trend toward commercial- 
ism on auto licenses, They now advertise every- 
thing from Kansas wheat and Georgia peaches 
to Colorado enchantment and Arkansas oppor- 
tunity. But the states that do this run the risk 
of isolating themselves in the minds of motor- 
ists as places where virtually nothing grows 
but wheat, peaches, enchantment or opportunity. 

From time to time Missouri is urged to put 
something on its license plates besides its name 
and numbers. Missouri could be the Home of 
Harry Truman, somebody suggested (or Mark 
Twain, etc.). It could be the Ozark State, the 
Pin Oak State, the Mule State, the Beer, Shoes 
or Not-in-the-American-League State, or darned 
near any kind of state. 

Fortunately the plain name of “Missouri” is 
good enough to cover a multitude of products, 
people and license plates. It’s a comprehensive 
slogan, meaning that’s where we're from. 
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Nobody Wants to Know 

Jefferson City heard some sharp debate on 
the proposal to open relief rolls to general in- 
spection. But on the theory that such scrutiny 
would help to get rid of chiselers, the Legisla- 
ture voted to make the lists available. The first 
chance to have a look at them came last August. 

Between that time and Dec. 1, only 113 per- 
sons in 44 counties took advantage of the op- 
portunity. In 71 counties, nobody asked for a 
look at the relief lists. So Welfare Director 
Proctor N.. Carter seems quite justified in say- 
ing that the effect of the new regulation has 
been “negligible.” 

Oklahoma, Nebraska, Iowa and Kansas adopt- 
ed similar policies of publicity and report simi- 
lar results, Oklahoma has again closed its relief 
books on the ground that the publicity conflicts 
with federal relief regulations. The practice of 
having the books open has been dropped in 
more than half of the counties of Minnesota, 
where in®pection has been legal for some time, 
because hardly anybody took advantage of it 
and it had no effect on the relief program. 

Perhaps legislators should have known that 
those really in need of relief must accept it— 
with or without possibly embarrassing publicity. 
They might have guessed, too, that those who 


_ are shameless enough to seek unjustified assist- 


ance are not likely to be bothered much by pub- 
licity. If they can conceal assets from the wel- 
fare authorities, they will take a chance on fool- 
ing those less directly interested. 

The only surprising result of the experiment 
really is the lack of curiosity about the lists. Or 
should folks have been given more credit for 
respect for their neighbors’ privacy? 
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* Judge Regan Tackles a Log-Jam 

Circuit Judge John K. Regan’'s first six days 
as presiding judge of the criminal court assign- 
ment division ought not to go unnoticed. In 
those six days he directed the disposal of 125 
felony cases, a record number, and in the doing 
demonstrated how to keep the criminal courts 
operating at top speed. 

This was a fine performance—the very best 
since the assignment division was established 
four years ago. Even so, the criminal docket is 
still a matter of concern. Some 675 cases are 
still pending, and that is far too many. Were it 
not for Judge Regan's productive six days, the 
number of pending cases probably would run 
only slightly less than a month ago when the 
grand jury recommended creating two addition- 
al courts for felony trials. Circuit Attorney 
Dowd also has asked for additional trial courts. 

Under the law, the criminal docket takes 
precedence over the civil docket, and the circuit 
judges are responsible for seeing that this is 
done. If Judge Regan can keep up his present 
pace, he ought to be able to break the log-jam 
of cases in rather short order. The judges then 
will have met their responsibility. 

But if after a reasonable time it is clear that 
the criminal docket cannot be brought under 
control, even by the most determined efforts of 
the assignment judge, the duty of all the judges 
will be clear: They will have to close down two 
or three civil divisions, no matter how loud the 
grumbling from lawyers who practice that more 
profitable brand of law, and put the judges to 
work hearing criminal cases, 
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Recipe for Rising in the World 

How does an ambitious Republican Senator 
get ahead? 

Well, he attacks the Republican President's 
nomination of an ambassador to the Soviet 
Union. He attacks the Republican administration 
of the Voice of America and overseas informa- 
tion services generally. He attacks the Republi- 
can-administered Department of Defense for 
alleged espionage at Fort Monmouth. He attacks 
the Republican-administered State Department 
with only a little more restraint than he attacked 
its predecessor, for allegedly dishonoring the na- 
tion in foreign affairs. He sets himself up as 
a rival of the President, and asks the radio au- 
dience to support his own views on trade and 
aid, as opposed to the Administration's, with 
a box-top barrage on the White House. He 
calls himself the campaign issue of 1954—and 
the reward for all this activity is an extra post 
on the Senate Rules Committee, where he can 
have a direct and active voice in determining 
how much money his future investigating ad- 
ventures will receive. 

If any ambitious Republican Senator doubts 
that here is the road to advanztement, he need 
only reflect that this was the way Senator Mc- 
Carthy did it. 
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Good Ruling by the FTC 
The Federal Trade Commission’s ruling that 
it will not reconsider decisions made when its 


membership was predominantly Democratic is 


sound and reassuring. President Eisenhower's 
appointments have now made the five-man com- 
mission predominantly Republican. This may 
have raised the hope in some bosoms that the 
commissioners will undo what their predecessors 
have done. 

Chairman Edward F. Howrey, writing the 
opinion in the price-fixing appeal of the Chain 
Institute of Chicago, said: “A judge appointed 
to fill a vacancy on the bench does not set 
about to reopen and retry previously adjudi- 
cated cases. .. .” 

We did not approve of Mr. Howrey’s appoint- 
ment to a commission before which he had long 
been a special pleader, or his dismissal of some 
50 employes under circumstances which led 
to the charge that they had been punished for 
doing their duty. In the specific case of the 
present ruling, Mr. Howrey and his fellow- 
commissioners have upheld the independent, 
continuing and quasi-judicial nature of the FTC. 
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For Park-Riders: $100 Reward 


The Public Service Company says it needs 
200 or 300 more riders to make the park-ride 
service from Forest Park downtown pay for 
itself. The company is asking present patrons 
for ideas on how to attract more riders. 

Has the company thought of offering motor- 
ists $100 in cash to patronize the service? Prob- 
ably this would not be business-like. But some 
way should be found to bring home to motor- 
ists that they can save $100 a year—or more— 
by parking their cars in Forest Park and making 
the last leg of the journey downtown by bus, 
Figure it out. The difference between the 35- 
cent park-ride fare and the typical downtown 
parking fee, plus the money saved in gasoline 
and oil, means that many a patron of the service 
must be pocketing savings at that rate or more. 

Apart from the cash saving, park-riders save 
a good deal in wear and tear on tempers by 
avoiding downtown traffic jams. They can read 
a paper on the way to work—and since they 
won't be reading this one in the morning that 
is no advertisement. In most cases they can 
get to work by park-ride as fast as or even 
faster than they could by parking and walking 
downtown. 

If the Public Service Company cannot find 
enough daily riders to support the service under 
these circumstances, then a great many motor- 
ists whose normal route takes them through or 
around Forest Park every day should have their 
heads examined, 
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Dispelling Some Common Beliefs

The coffee house, while an fnstitu- 
tion in London that served the purpose 
of a club and headquarters for dis- 
cussion, never flourished to the same 
degree in America. There were coffee 
houses in seaboard cities during 
colonial times and afterward, and some 
of them became celebrated, but in the 
cities of the.West the coffee house did 
not flourish. 

Whenever there were French or Ger- 
man elements in the population, how- 
ever, coffee houses found support be- 
fore the coming of the beer-saloon in 
which noonday meals were often 
served. As early as 1818, a visitor to 
St. Louis mentioned its ‘“‘odd little cof- 
fee houses, with their homely billiard 
tables, cozy balconies and settees.” 

These were designed not only for 
refreshment purposes but to afford 
comfortable and convenient loafing 
places for their patrons, where they 
could exchange gossip and discuss the 
news of the day. The times were 
leisurely; business and professional 
men were accustomed to linger over 
their luncheons and to play a game 
or two of dominoes or backgammon 
while they drank their black coffee. 


Rendezvous for Business Men 


Most of the coffee houses of St. 
Louis were situated in what is now the 
oldest part of the city, in the neigh- 
borhood where Government House once 
stood, near which was the public 
square known as the Place d’Armes, 
faced by the old Chouteau mansion. 

In 1841 the Planters House, long a 
famous hostelry, was opened, and for 
more than 40 years 
its restaurant on 
the ground floor 
was the popular 
rendezvous at 
noontime for the 


business men of 
the vicinity, serv- 
ing all the  pur- 


poses of the coffee 
house. 


When _ the South- 
ern Hotel opened 
in 1865, new life 
was given to this 
neighborhood. A 
tablet in its main 
corridor commemo- 
rated the fact that 
near the spot 
Pontiac, the great 
chief of the Otta- 
was, was buried after he 
slain in 1769 at Cahokia.

Adjoining 
this hotel was opened in 1870 Tony 


Faust’s restaurant, famous especially 
for the quality of its seafoods. 

The old St. Louis Courthouse, a his- 
toric building, still standing and still 
in use, was begun in 1838 and com- 
pleted in 1868, with its graceful dome 
and its famous Indian paintings by 
Wimar. At the time of Lafayette’s visit 
to the city, in 1825, the square on which 
it was built was entirely vacant except 
for a pillory, or whipping post, in 
the center, where malefactors were 
whipped on their bare backs with a 
raw cowhide by thegheriff of the coun- 
ty. In this building the celebrated 
Dred Scott case was tried, and at its 
east front door slaves were sold at 
auction. 


Speck’s Superior Coffee | 


Notwithstanding the increase of ho- 
tels and restaurants the coffee houses 
in this limited area of the old city 
retained their popularity for many 
years, but gradually disappeared. One 
remained, however, and continues as a 
modern and highly successful restau- 
rant. Significantly, its coffee is of 
superior flavor and distinction, 

This stands directly opposite to the 
old Courthouse, on Fourth and Market 
streets, on the original site, and is 
known as “Speck's.” It was established 
in 1848, by Jean Philippe Manck and

Peter Gisler, who lived on the premises. 
Manck had been a confectioner in Paris 
and had seen military service under 
Napoleon Bonaparte. Later he became 
Burgomaster of a Bavarian town. A 
threatened revolution caused him to 
emigrate to St. Louis. 

Gisler was an early emigrant from 
Germany, who married Manck’s daugh- 
ter. Besides being a confectioner, he 
was a musician, playing the clarinet in 
a German musical society. He was also 
a member of a local military company, 
the “Yagers,” of which Franz Sigel, who 
afterward became a distinguished 
Union general, was instructor. Gisler 
was at the taking of Camp Jackson with 
the Union forces and later served in 
the Union army. 

During his ownership (1848-65), the 
coffee house firmly established itself 
in the favor .of leading citizens of the 
town. Among its regular patrons were 
Col. George Knapp and his brother, 
John, then owners of the Missouri Re- 
publican; Gen. John C. Fremont, Gen. 
Frank P. Blair and representatives of 
the Chouteau, Benoist and other old 
French families. Strawberries grown 
in the hothouses of Col. John O'Fallon 
were served, and many rare confections, 
the recipes for which had been brought 
from Paris by Jean Philippe Manck. 


Part of the City’s History 


From its founder, the old coffee 
house has descended, without a break 
in its operations, to its present owner- 
ship, passing through the hands of 
several who, in their time, were famous 
caterers. For 84 years it has assimilated 
the interesting tra- 
ditions of its neigh- 
borhood, and has 
been a part of the 
city’s life and his- 
tory. It has been 
doing business in 
one location longer 
than any other en- 
terprise in St. 
Louis, and has pre- 
served its distinc- 
tive individuality 
through the years. 


Although it is 
now termed a res- 
taurant, it has pre- 
served the §attri- 
butes of the old 
~ coffee house, in its 
associations and in 
the character of its 
habitual frequenters. The business and 
professional center of the city has 
moved to a remote district, and its 
once flourishing neighbors, the _ the- 
aters and hotels of more than local 
fame, are no longer there. But its 
patrons have not deserted it, count- 
ing, as well repaying the time and 
effort necessary to reach it, the qual- 
ity of its refreshment and the pleasure 
of old habit and association, 


Same Meeting asin 1848 


The traditional coffee house charac- 
teristic of coteries, meeting daily at cer- 
tain tables, still obtains here. The 
waiters are familiar with the gastro- 
nomical tastes of their individual cus- 
tomers, so that the detail of giving an 
order from the bill of fare is hardly 
necessary, Here are daily meetings, 


as of yore, and here, as in 1848, over . 


the fragrant coffee, important business 
deals are consummated. Descendants, 
direct and collateral, of the old original 
families of St. Louis are among its reg- 
ular patrons. 

To find a coffee house surviving in 
these days seems an anachronism, but, 
in this instance, it is an anachronism 
that evidently pays. This example is 
probably unique in the West. It demon- 
strates the value of consistent adher- 
ence ‘to a definite standard, and the 
strong roots which the old coffee house 
had in the regard and continued cus- 
tom of its patrons,

IRON ROAD TO EMPIRE: THE HISTORY OF THE 
ROCK ISLAND LINES, by William Edward Heyes.

DOCTOR PYGMALION, by Maxwell Maltz, M.D.

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Is Eisenhower Too Optimistic? 


WASHINGTON. 


N THE STATE OF THE UNION MESSAGE there are two 
passages where the President dips down under the list of 
policies, recommendatiofis, and promises to give a clue to the 
estimate of the situation on which he is proceeding. The estimate 
is after all the first thing that the country needs to understand. 


For only by knowing what the 
Administration believes the situ- 
ation to be, can it discuss intel- 
ligently whether this or that 
measure is 
right, necessary, 
sufficient, use- 
ful. 

The two pas- 
sages are brief, 
and nothing is 
spelled out. But 
though they are 
much too casual, 
considering how 
momentous are 
the judgments 
that they con- 
tain, they will 
almost certainly be remembered 
longer and be quoted oftener as 
time goes on than anything else 
in the message. For in the one 
passage the President gives his 
present view of the state of the 
cold war. It is therefore the 
major premise on which his for- 
eign policy, his military plan- 
ning, and his domestic economic

program are based. In the other | 


passage the President describes 
the Administration’s working 
theory as its members watch the 
symptoms of a recession. 


Start of a New Era? 


The first passage is in the 

preface to the message. The 
President says that “there has 
been in fact a great strategic 
change in the world during the 
past year.” The second passage 
introduces his domestic program. 
In it he says that “at the mo- 
ment we are in transition from 
a wartime to a peacetime econ- 
omy.” 
Putting the two together, this 
means that the Administration is 
acting on the assumption that a 
great strategic change in the 
world justifies this country in 
making the transition to a peace- 
time economy. 


This is as great and far-reach- 
ing a judgment as a government 
can make in this period of his- 
tory. The implications and the 
consequences of acting upon it 
are bound to be tremendous. A 
fuller discussion of it addressed 
to the adult citizens is owing to 
our people and the world. 


For it is tantamount to saying 
that an era has ended and that 
another is beginning. If that is 
so, we need very much to know 
in what sense it is so, to know 
what in fact has ended, ‘and 
what is it that is supposed to be 
beginning. 


Though it cannot be proved 
conclusively, the President sure- 
ly has with him responsible 
opinion throughout the world, 
which is based on public and 
secret information, when he 
speaks of a great strategic 
change. But when he goes on to 
define the strategic change, he 
is, I am afraid, expressing his 
personal hopes rather than de- 
scribing the facts. 


Policies Show Change. 


“That precious intangible, the 
{nitiative, is becoming ours. Our 
policy, not limited to mere reac- 
tion against crises provoked by 
others, is free to develop along 
lines of our choice not only 
abroad but at home.” 

Reading that, one thinks of 
Korea, Red China, Formosa and 
Indochina, of Iran and of Egypt, 
of Israel and the Arab states, of 
Italy and Yugoslavia, of France 
and Germany... Is it at all evi- 
dent that the initiative is becom- 
ing ours and that our policy is 
free to develop along ‘lines of 
our choice? 

Yet undoubtedly there has 
been a great strategic change in 
the cold war between the Com- 
munist orbit and the Atlantic 
community. It is registered in 
the working policies of the gov- 
ernments rather than in their of- 
ficial theses and propaganda. 

The change is marked by an 
open recognition in both great 
coalitions that their conflict — 
of which no settlement is in 
sight—cannot now be waged or 


decided by overt military meas- 
sures. This is another way of 
saying that a recognized balance 
of power exists, and that while 
it is maintained, a great war is 
not probable. 

Moreover in this phase there 
can be no profit and there is 
much too great risk in local 
wars. The Soviet Union-is not 
likely, therefore, to sponsor any 
more of them, and it must be in- 
terested, as is also the Atlantic 
community, in bringing about a 
céase-fire in Indochina. 

If we compare this with our 
assumptions in 1950, when we 
thought of Korea as the opening 
campaign of the third world war, 
the strategic change is radical. 

Whether or not the new esti- 
mate is justified, it is a fact 
that all the Western democracies 
are now acting upon it. The 
Eisenhower Administration is 
founded upon this estimate, and 
its general course has in conse- 
quence been to promote the 
“transition from a wartime to 
@ peacetime economy.” 


| War-Based Economy. 


' A transition of this kind {fs 
| difficult and complicated. It 
would be a serious mistake on 
our part to identify it with the 
‘recession which we have re- 
‘cently become aware of. The 
| recession as such, if it is merely 
a phase in the business cycle, 
can no doubt be no more than 
a necessary and perhaps desir- 
able readjustment. But that 
confidence is subject to a great 
proviso—that the big structural 
transition of the world economy 
is managed successfully. 

For some 12 years we have 
been expanding but we have also 
been distorting our economy for 
the purpose of war and the pre- 
paration for war. Our economy, 
our diplomacy, our military 
establishment have become in 
varying degrees, but important- 
ly, related to the conduct of war 
and to preparedness for war. 


Our Failure in the ’20s. 


If we are now in transition | 
from this condition of affairs! 
which has lasted for half a gen-' 
.eration, we must have no illu- 
sions that all will be well if | 
only we do wisely and efficient- 
ly the things that ought to be) 
|done when the .normal business 
‘cycle turns down. 
| The “transition” will almost 
surely compel us to deal not 
only with the business cycle 
but with the structural abnor- 
malities that war has created in 
the whole free world. 

These structural abnormalities 
are most clearly manifest “at 
home in the farm problems. 
American agriculture is mobil- 
ized for war, to feed and sustain 
a large part of the world. The 
‘problem now is how to demobil- 
|ize agriculture, how to dismantle 
{the wartime structure of prices 
'and of production from which 
‘are now coming unsaleable sur- 
| pluses. 

But the farm problem is not | 
‘unique. It has only been pre- 
sented first and brought more 
clearly and sooner to a head.

Anger at |2 and 13

OUR 10- and 11- and even your 12-year-old is very likely 
to express his anger violently. This violence may be 
physical, emotional, or merely verbal, but it is really 
violent. Even the 12-year-old, mature in many respects, may 
quite characteristically comment, “I just get mad, throw 
things around, hurl them around, smash them.” But he adds, 
“IT don’t get mad very often though and I try to cover it up.” 

Thirteen, we're happy to report, is much less violent 
outwardly in his expressions of anger. His self-control is 
much greater than it was at 12. 

His most characteristic response, when he becomes 
angry, is to “just walk out of the room.” Or even more 
characteristically, he just goes to his room and shuts the 
door. He can now in most instances manage to do this 
without even slamming the door. 


x k * 

THE SOMEWHAT MORBID or gloomy nature of the 
‘13-year-old is suggested by the fact that quite a few thir- 
teens say they go to their rooms “and brood.” Or, more 
vindictive, “Go to my room and plan revenge.” 

Next most common response, other than leaving the 
scene or going up to their own rooms, is making some kind 
of verbal retort, as “answering back” or “saying mean 
things.” This, while perhaps not polite or pleasant, is far 
ahead in maturity of merely shouting or swearing. It sug- 
gests that the 13-year-old has at least made some progress.

ALL FOUR of the following examples show how far the 
average 13-year-old has come, in comparison to his 10-, 11- 
or even 12-year-old self, toward the goal ‘which we have in 
mind for him) of being able to control his emotions. 

“What I do when I’m angry depends. If at mother or 
father, I don’t do a darn thing, just go off and brood awhile. 
If my brother or someone, just let go and punch them.” 

“If it’s my sister, I tell her that I'll pay her back or do 
something to her. But if one of my friends, I try not to show 
it. I°just don’t play with them for a while. If mother or 
father, I think to myself, ‘I wish she didn’t do it.’ I never 
say anything I'd regret to them.” 

“If angry just sit down and take a few breaths and think 
it over and try to start off on another subject. I usually 
come pretty close to the edge of my emotions, but I try to 
keep them covered up.” 

“When I'm really angry |! say things, but don't usually 
have time to think up really good sarcastic things and don’t 
want to waste sarcasm when it’s no good.”

FOUNDATIONS WITH LIGHTNESS AND SPEED. 


OR many complexions, es- 

pecially those of the very 

young, the cake or stick 
foundation can give a lovely, ra- 
diant effect. But unless it is ap- 
piied with a knowing hand, the 
result can be a heavy mask that 
completely destroys the look of 
naturalness that should be the 
goal of all cosmetics.

We've passed through this 
stage of architectural thinking 
but there are still a lot of homes 
with plastered walls which are 
textured and antiqued and about 
as dismal as a wall can get. 


If you have such a wall, there 
are a lot of things you can do 
with it and we don't mean set- 
ting it on fire. 

A textured wall can >be 
smoothed out to a fair degree by 
overcoating it with a plastic 
paint. This type of paint has a 
good deal of body to it and will 
fill in the cavities in the tex- 
tured surface. 


If you wish, you can first sand 
down the wall with a portable 
sander and then apply the 
plastic paint. This produces a 
somewhat smoother finish than 
does the plastic paint alone. 


If you wish to paper the wall, 
sand it down, apply the plastic 
paint and then apply a felt un- 
derbase for your paper. 


Some of these old walls are in 
such a sorry state that they 
aren't worth trying to patch or 
smooth out. Your best bet here 
is to apply some material such 
as wallboard over the old plas- 
ter. 

Some of these materials can 
be nailed or fastened with an ad- 
hesive right to the old plaster if 
the plaster is solid. Others will 
require furring strips applied 
over the existing wall to serve as 
a nailing base.

ARENTS’ associations desire to be helpful to the schools 
P nei children attend, and it: is often a question with 

these groups concerning how they can be most useful.

century. The old skeptic 
denied that reason could know 
anything above the sensible 
world; the new skeptic denies 
he can know anything except 
what is below the sensible 
world, namely, in the uncon- 
scious. 

The characteristics of a dec- 
adent society, according to 
Palinurus in his “Unquict 
Grave,” are “luxury, skeptic- 
ism, weariness and supersti- 
tion.” The author says that 
he himself is decadent, and 
because he is decadent, he is 
“skeptical.” 

Franz Werfel tells how one 
image can alternate between 
old and new skepticism: “He 
finds only the external world 
in his inner world, i.e., a world 
without meaning and value. 

“Consequently he turns away 
from his inner world because 
its emptiness is more painful 
than the emptiness of the fac- 
tual world, which is at least 
relieved by noise and hubbub. 
As a harried exile of his own 
ego, he plunges into a sea of 
activity, whereby he creates 
false wants in the social life 
and causes a great deal of 
harm.”

IT USED TO BE that men 
made a distinction between 
their judgments and their 
wishes. A man might wish 
his neighbor’s wife, but he 
would maxe a judgment that 
he may not ever have her be- 
cause it would be unjust. 
Judgments were grounded on 
evidence; wishes are grounded 
often only in emotions and 
passions. The new skeptics 
have denied that reason has 
any validity of its own; to 
their mind, reason does not 
lead to the discovery of truth 
—because there is no truth; 
its function to them is to pro- 
vide “reasons” for thinking 
that the wishes should be sat- 
isfied. 

In the example given, the 
husband who covets his neigh- 
bor’s wife will justify it on 
the ground that “he must live 
his own life” or that nis 
“erotic contentment demands 
that she leave her husband.” 
Reason thus becomes for the 
sex-group otf psychoanalysts 
always a rationalization for 
wishes, or a justification for 
our libido.

A PERSON who rightly uses 
his reason, does so in order 
to take an impartial stock of 
the evidence, and insofar as it 


is possible, keeps his wishes, 
and, above all, his unconscious 
mind out of the whole busi- 
ness. 


But a sex-theorist who 
denies the capacity of reason 
to discover true purposes and 
goals, makes reason the prod- 
uct of unconscious desires. A 
wife reasons when she tells 
her husband not to drop his 
ashes and throw his cigarette 
butts on the carpet; a husband 
rationalizes when he says that 
they are good for the carpet. 


The overemphasis on the 
subconscious by the sex psy- 
choanalysts has done much to 
sap reason and kill intellect- 
ual curiosity. 


To say character is to be 
found in the cellars of our 
existence and in the scrap 
heaps and garbage piles of the 
unconscious is to make the 
same mistake to believe that 
one can save a sinking ship by 
analyzing the water that pours 
into the hold. 


Such theorists must first 
use reason to destroy reason. 
If the theory is true that our 
characters are made by our 
subconscious desires and li- 
bidos, then how can the theory 
ever be proven to be true? 
For anything to be true, there 
must be a correspondence be- 
tween a belief about a certain 
thing and a fact, e.g., Paris is 
in France.

BUT THIS peculiar theory 
of psychoanalysis, which holds 
that wishes and libidos con- 
stitute personality, has no ob- 
jective reference at all. There 
is no France to which the be- 
lief about Paris may be re- 
ferred. 


How are we to know that 
the psychoanalysts’ interpre- 
tations of the dreams of a pa- 
tient are true, since there is 
no external evidence by which 
they can be tested? The in- 
terpretations of the psycho- 
analysts are so arbitrary and 
subjective that each one gives 
different interpretations, ex- 
cept in the vague general 
agreement that “it has some- 


‘ thing to do with sex.” 


If the psychoanalystic the- 
ory about reason is justified, 
namely that reason is only a 
rationalizing of our libido and 
sex desires, then there is no 
reason to take the theory seri- 
ously. 

This theory that reason !s 
rationalization of our wishes, 
is authoritarianism in its wild- 
est form; it is the acceptance
